last night. The message was transmit- 


at Constantinople by the commander 
of the Turkish troops from Tobruk, 
Tripoli, under date of Dec. 22. 

The report follows: We have at- 
tacked the fortified posts of the en- 
emy. Notwithstanding the fire from 
the warships and fort batteries, we 
entered the fort and the garrison has 
been annihilated. Ammunitions, pro 
visions, war poaterial and a quick-fir. 
ing gun haVe been carried into out 
camp. 

In its forward march one of our 
wings cut off the retreat of the enemy, 
who fled toward the coast. During 
the retreat the enemy lost half their 
number. The battle lasted all day 
and night. Among the killed were 
three officers of the enem Our losses 
were seven killed and a ..w wounded. 

“The Sheik H. Meri, with his five 
sons, came at the head of his tribe, 
is among the dead. The courage of 
our officers and soldiers is exemplary. 
Lieut. Nedjib Bey was the first to en- 
ter the fort. He destroyed the quick: 
firing guns and carried away one into 
our camp.“

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POSTAL REFORM. 


A Movement to Abolish the Use of | 


Postage Stamps. 

Proposals have been made to postal 
authorities in Europe that postage 
stamps be done away with, wholly or 
in part. No one who knows what the 
mall traffic of a large commercial con- 
cern is will wonder at the dissatisfac- 
tion with the present system. The en- 
tire time of one clerk frequently Is re- 
quired and in some concerns several 
persons are occupied in placing the lit- 
tle oblongs of gummed paper on en- 
velopes and packages. 

An experiment already has been 
made in Bavaria of postmarking large 
consignments at the postoffice, the op- 
eration being carried out by machin- 
ery and no stamps being used. In this 
way an enormous expense for print- 
ing, cutting and pasting paper stamps 
has been avoided, and no affixing of 
stamps has been necessary. But it is 
suggested that this metbod is crude 
and that something yet more saving 
of time and labor might be devised. 

A meter resembling a gas or water 
meter could be attached to each large 

house, and the mailing 
matter could be passed through it. The 
registry of the amount would be auto- 


| matic, and the postal authorities could 


rend the meter once a month and col- 
lect the amount due them. Different 
meters could be had for first, second 
and third class matter. 

Certainly some method as this seems 
far more consistent with the spirit of 
the age than our present laborious and 
time honored way of doing. We have, 
of course, provisions for avoiding the 
stamp nuisance for some matter, but 
probably they could be extended and 
bettered.--Chicago Tribune.

two and a half years the invisible gas 
has been pouring out constantly. 
| Several times when the engineers 
| thought they had conquered the jet 
| they were beaten at the last moment. 
| The gas pours out pf the fron tube 
| with the speed of a rifle bullet. and it 
is estimated that every day has seen 
over a million cubic yards, worth £1.- 
250. absolutely wasted. In these two 
and a half years £1,000,000 of pure 
methane gas has gone forever. 

If the engineers are successful in 
finally conquering this extraordinary 
gas jet it is proposed to conduct it 
through pipes for hundreds of miles 
around and provide many towns witb 
an abundant supply of power, licht 
and beat at an extremely low rate.— 
London Answers. 


WIRELESS BAND MUSIC. 


A Concert on Land May Be Heard on 
Board Ships at Sea. 

A. W. Sharman, inventor of a system 
of sending telephone messages by wire- 
ess. hus succeeded in transmitting 
ousical notes, chords and even tunes 

rom a wireless station on land to 
Lips at sco abd from one ship to un- 
other. By menns of his Invention he 
expects soon to be able to furnish 
ships with u recviving Instrument con- 
structed somewhat like an ordinary 
piano, from whic!) brass band, string 
orchestra and pinn«» music may be ex- 
‘tracted at the will of the wireless op- 
erator, miles away. 

In making the experiments Mr. Shar- 
man replaced the microphone, the in- 
strument used for telephoning, by an 
electric reed or trumpet. which was 
connected with an ordinary telegraph 
key. A small screw or regulator was 
connected with the reed, which when 
turned caused the note to vary in 
pitch. This apparatus, which was at 


the land station, was connected with) 


the sand by means of metal rods in the 
usual way. In a motorboat over half a 
mile away was the receiving in<tru- 
ment, from which metal plates trilied 
in the sea. 

The inventor then sent out several 
musical notes which were heand dis- 
tinctly through the receiving instru- 
ment on the boat. My Country. Tis 
of Thee.” followed. every note being 
faithfully recorded.—New York World.

Dear Sir—Our canes & is 
situated nine miles north of 
Madoc. | e¢annot praise the 
building, as both the make- 
room and curing oom are 
emall and warm. But other- 
wise, it ia well equipped with 
all utensils for the manufac- 
ture of cheese. There are 34 
patrons, who hire their milk 
drawn at about 7c. per stan- 

dard. and during the season 

lof six months 90,000 Ibe, of 
cheese were manufactured. 

The milk began to come in 
the factory ebont 6.90 a.m., 
and by 8 o'clock it is all in. 

The method I follow in 
making cheese, and that 
shown at Madoc fair, is as 
follows: I prepare a starter 
each day. using of starter 
to 1,000 Ibs. of milk, which is 
put in the vat with the first 

milk received, and thorough- 
ly stirred with that portion 
of the milk. As the milk 
jcomes in lit is beated slowly, 
juntil all of it is in, and the 

temperature at this time J 
should reach cighty six de- : 
grees. The rennet test is then used. 
and the milk ripened to eighteen 
points. This test may vary from eigh- 
teen to twenty-two according to the 
strength of rennet, and at that time 
three ounces of rennet for each 1.000 
Ins. of milk dilated in half a pail ot 
pure water, and put in vat, which is 
thoroughly stirred for three minutes, 
The milk is then allowed to stand for 
thirty minutes, or from time of setting 
until ready to cut. [ use a] in, hori- 
zontal knife, cutting lengthwise and 4 
2 in. knife, cutting crosswise and then 
lengthwise again. The cubes are kept 
apart and stirred with the arms about 
ten minutes to give them a body be- 
fore the steam is turned on. At this 
stage I cook the curd #0 as to raise the 
temperature two degrees for every five 
minutes’ lapse of time, until the curd 
has reached 100 degrees, The time re- 
quired for cooking varies from forty to 
fifty minutes. One point that I have 
found is that cooking at too high a 
temperature spoils the texture of 
the cheese. The curd is left in the 
whey for two hours and three-quarters 
from time’ of setting until the whey is 
started. The whey is started by use 
of the hot iron test, which has about 
ane eighth inch when piled. The curd 
is then ina sweet and elastic condition.

A NOVELTY IN LAVA. 


Monster Bubble, Bearing an Island, in 


a Fiery Lake. 
Mail advices from Honolulu tell of 
the most amazing phenomenon ever 


observed within the crater of a vol 


can@by a white man. 

It was no less than n tremendous 
bubble of lava, inflated by gas from 
the very center of the earth, which 
su an island as it floated across 


a lake of fiery liquid. Frank A. Perret, | 


the scientist who observed it, estimat- 
ed that it covered an area of 3,000 
square feet, and he was fortunate 
enough to secure a few photographs, 
although conditions were far from fa- 
vorable for picture taking. 

“The bubble was a huge sausage 
shaped affair, inflated with volcanic 
gas and composed of lava glass,“ says 
the scientist in his report. “A lava 
fountain, boiling continuously under 
the eastern end. gave the appearance 


of a screw propeller, and the amazing 


contrivance seemed to be navigating 
the lake lke a great whaleback 
steamer. 

“There was an Island of black crust, 
which when it began to sink evolved 
a great quantity of gas, which blew 
the bubble of lava glass, and this in 


turn sustained the island and prevent: | 


ed it from sinking. It made several 
tours of the lake before it disappeared 
from sight at last.” 

This was observed in the volcano 
Halemaumau, and Perrett and two 
Japanese assistants were the only ones 
who saw it.—Los Angeles Cor. Port-

A4 most welrd woking fruit ta the 
five Gngered orange. It grows in exact. 
ly the shape of a half open hand. Even 
the malls are identical. bard pointed 
and claw-like, tipping the orange 
flowers with a iength equal, in some 
cases, to three tnches, 

it ts no freak. but a proper kind of 
orange, belonging to a special variety. 
The tree itself te a rugged little shrub 
that does not average more than five 
or six feet in height in ite native home, 
Japan. It does not growastraight, as 
the ordinary orange tree should, but is 
curved in all directions. 

Even the branches grow in spiral or 
twisted forms, so that the width of the 
tree ts often greater than the height. 
The fruit itself is of « pale yellow 
color, of-d pure lemod hue, growing 
greenish toward the stem. The sizé is 
immense, considering the amaliness of 
the tree, the lercest ones measuring 
when mature fully ten inches from 
the wrist to the point of the middie 
finger, including the nail. 

But the fruit ts not good to eat, 
though what it lacks in flavor it more 
than makes good in perfume. Perhaps 
the thing about this perfume 
fe that it is the fruit an: not the flower 
that ts odorous.—Pearson’s Weekly.

For several years following may be

| ings to be held at “the clubbouse on 


Harleston's green.” a tract of land 
south of Boundary inow Calhoun) 
street, between the present Commg 
and Rutledge streets. 

The fact that it was the annlrersary 
meeting in 1791 would show that the 
club bad been organized before that 
date, but unfortunately the file of 
newspapers in the Charleston Ubrary 
is not complete for some years just 
prior, and one finds no earlier notices 
of meetings or mention of the club. 
But in the same journal of Sept. 18, 
1788. there is an advertisement of an 
auction sale of a farm on Charleston 
Neck, between three and four miles 
from the city, adjoining Cochran's 
shipyard, bounding tn part on Ship- 
yard creek, which, after describing the 
different items of property incioded in 
the sale, states that “there is lately 
erected that pleasing and . genteel 
amusement, the golf baan.” This cer 
tainly indicates that golf was one of 
the local amusements of that day. 

The word “baan” (English-Dutch 
dictionary) means path, walk, way, 
ete., and golf, according to the Eacy 
clopaedia Britannica, is derived from 
the Dutch kolf.“ a club, and the 
game is doubtless of Dutch origin and 
introduced into Scotland about 1460 
Charleston News and Courier.

| Amrou made no reference in his let- 
ter to the magnificent library, con- 
cerning which there has come down 
ithe following story: John the Gram- 
‘Marian, the most learned man of his 
day, being in Alexandria at the time, 
begged of Amrou that he would give 
him the library. Amrou told him that 
it was not in his power to grant such 
a request, but that he would write to 
the caliph about it. 
| Omar, on hearing the request of his 
general, sent back the reply: “It 
those books contain the same doctrine 
as the Koran they are of no use, since 
ies Koran contains all needful truth; 
on the other hand, if th:7 contain 
anything ontrary to the Koran they 
ought to be destroyed. Therefore, 
whatever their contents may be, I or- 
der them to be committed to the 
| Hames.”

LOUIS TRACY HAS ESSAYED LIFE 
IN MANY FIELDS. 


English Journalist and Novelist Was 
at First Headed For the Army But 
He Turned to Newspaper Werk, and 
Has Traveled All Over the Empire 
ie Novels Are Characteristic ef 
His Love of Strenuous Life. 


More distinguished men — from 
presidents and premiers, to savants 
and social reformers—have come out 
ef journalisms than out of any other 
ealling or class, says a writer in a. 
London paper discussing Louis Tracy, 
the novelist. One would not think so 
from a review of the world’s press. 
Journalism has been the Alma Mater 


ef nearly every well-known writer of 
modern times, among the ten fore- 
most nations of the earth, and this is 
the excuse, if excuse were needed, for 
the inclusion in this series, as jour- 
nalists, of men who are known to the 
world by their books, and are popu- 
larly styled novelists. We-would not 


have had Dickens the novelist if we 
had not had Dickens the journalist. | 
Though best known by his books; 


Louis Tracy is a many-sided man. His 


career is so gypical of the class of 
novelist occupying the van of literary 
activity in this first decade of the 
twentieth century that it deserves 
some detailed attention. Like the ma- 
jority of his contemporaries, he took 


is firat deeree in journalism. He join- | 


ed the staff of The Northern Echo in 
1884. He was then a youngster of 21, 
with a hearty relish for hard work 
and sport, characteristics which usual- 


ly produce a clear-headed, clean-soul- | 


ed type of man: His earlier years 
belong to Yorkshire, with a collegiate 
passed in a French lycee. In the 
county of broad acres he imbibed the 
honest love of horses, dogs and guns 
which leaves its impress on every 
line he has written. 

Refore he teok to journalism as a 
profession he practically divided his 
ti bet see „nes and the work

i I. t. t the age cf 
eighteen he passed, with distinction, 
the examination for an officer’s certi- 
ficate, and would doubtless have ob- 
tained a commission had he remained 
in the regiment. This experience, 


joined to subsequent Indian service in 


the Allahabad Light Horse and the 
Punjab Light Horse, gave him the 
knowledge of military matters which 
he hes used so well in such books as 
“The Final War.” “The Invaders,” 
and “Tho Sirdar’s Sabre.“ Here we 
have the genesis cf one side of a pro- 
lific intelligence. 

In 1885 he was transferred from the 
Northern Echo to the South Wales- 
Daily News, where he became chief cf 
the staff. In 1889 he went to India 
to edit The Morning Post, Allahabad, 
and in 1892 he was driven back to 
England by ill-health. Next year he 
was appointed assistant editor of The 
Sun when that brilliant evening news- 
paper was founded by T. P. O’Con- 
nor. Between them, those two fairly- 
established the signed leading article. 
They substituted “I” for we“ in 
the editorial column, and The Sun's 


leaders were either signed T. P.“ or | 


ua? 


Hence, it was Tracy who, one fine 
morning, fairly electrified politicians, | 


by introducing a new phrase to the 
English language that claimed the 
right of labor to earn “a living wage.” 
Here, too, he wrote the stirrin 


of Yorkshire and Midland colliers 
which drew $40,000 from the pockets 
of sympathetic . Londoners, though 


cose same long-suffering Cockneys 
were paying $15 per ton for coal o. 


ing to the strike in the mining dis- 
tricts ! 

A year later he was associated with 
the purchase of The London Evening 
News, but unfortunately, having made 
some money during the South Afri- 
ean boom, he “dabbled in mines,” 
with the result that, in 1889, he took 
his first trip to the United States to 
“see the hole” in Colorado in which 
the bulk of his fortune was sunk. 
That was a shrewd blow, then. But 
dow can a man describe city company 
promoting and the vagaries of life in 
a mining camp if he has not studied 
these quaint topics at first hand? And, 
indeed, how can a man write at all 
unless he bas gone through the mil 
of experience? 

Meanwhile Tracy had written “The 
Final War, that remarkable and „ro- 

etic romance which stirred Great 

ritain and had its interest further 
afield, It is odd that its phenomenal 
success did not encourage him to con- 
tinue on the road so obviously marked 
eut for him. But, 'ike Hans Ander- 
gen, who wrote fairy-tales merely to 
the time, Tracy refused to accept 

ia mission. Back bed went to India 
for three more years, and thence to 
America, ready and willing to do any- 
thing but produce novels, preferring 
the—fascination of living, practica 
journalism. The man was a foredoom- 
ed wanderer over the face of the earth, 
and he had to go east and west and 


give public utterance to the thoughts 
and impressions he had garnered from 
many lands. 
A visitor to Whitby during twenty 
years, Whitby, the little old-world 
neck on the northeast coast of Eng- 
land, which he loves as did poor Du 
Maurier, Irving, Birkett Foster, and 
many another brilliant member of the 
artistic family, he pitched his tent 
there for a decade.

Grown on a Table In the Dark l 
Few Inches of £ 

If. you lave at your disposal a small 
and quite dark cellar and an oki kit- 
chen table, how would you lke to 
04 potatoes, excellent ones that are 
eclared to be superior in flavor to 
the ordinary farm grown variety? 
This can be done very easily by fol- 
lowing a iaethod which is attracting 
considerable tttention in France. 

First of all you need the dark cellar. 
The absence of light is essential, for 
the filtration of even a few rays of 
light wouki cause the “potatoes to 
waste their energies in putting forth 
sprouts in all Tireetions instead of 
the buds of little potatoes. Next you 
need a table, over which you place a 
layer two or three inches thick of fine, 
dry and carefully sifted earth. Then 
you select some good two-year-old po- 
tatoes—that is to say, those of last 
year’s gathering. Any potatoes in a 
good state of preservation will do, but 
it is best to select large tubers with- 
out defects, er the slightest trace of 
fungus spreads rapidly and may spoil 
the whole crop. Now tah.» a slightly 
moistened sponge and pass it over 
each potato to work off the crypto- 
gammic germs that are so injurious to 
vegetable tissues. It some of the 
potateds have already begun to sprout 
the sprouts must be removed care- 
tully without wounding the tuber. 

Alter you have done all this take 
the potatoes one by, one and half bury 
them in the soil, planting them in 
rows spaced about four inches apart. 

There is no back breaking toil with 
“ond hoe in the broiling ‘> and no 
fighting against potato bugs. 
tubers should be inspected by candle- 
light occasionally to see that every- 
thing is A ar er satisfactorily. In 
two or ee weeks after planting it 
will be found that each potato is cov- 
ered with tiny white points which sev- 
eral days later change into little pota- 
toes that grow rapkily. 

When the little potatoes are reason- 
ably ange they may be carefully re- 
moved, leaving in place the old pota- 
toes, which continue to bear. Several 


weeks later another crop may be gath- 


ered and even a third. The budding 
continues until the parent tuber is 
completely exhausted and nothing re- 
mains of it but the skin. 

In case sprouts push forth on the 
potatoes they must be cut off with 
scissors. Potatoes wn in this way 
have one very excellent quality. They 
have so thin a skin that it may be 
simply washed off. No seraping or 
paring is necessary. They also have 
an excellent flavor and are firmer 
than ordinary farm grown varieties, 
with less tendency to soften.

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| MAIL POUCHES. 


Coat From a Few Gents to Then - 
S of Dellars Each. 

Uncle Sam es twenty-eight differ. 
ent Kinds of mail bags in service, and 
| they range in cost from 22 cents to 
2.156 each. There are mall pouches 

for almost every conceivable use, and 
you can ship almost anything that 
comes within the postal regulations 
with a minimum of loss and. breakage, 
says Harpers Weekly. Probably the 
most pecullar mall bag is the one ar 
ranged for carrying bees. Sending 
bees by mail was a difficult operation 
before the “bee bag” was adopted. 
Usually the bees arrived at their des- 
tination dead or so exhausted that 
| they were of little use. Now these 
little honey makers can be shipped by 
mail several thousand miles in the 
“bee bag without suffering and can 
obtain alr and a good supply of food 
@uring their transit. 

Mall bags are made of various mate 
rials The cheapest are of cotton and 
| the most costly of leather, Those used 
on fast expresses are re-enforced with 
metal so that they can be flung from 
kast moving trains without damage. 
‘Even then these bags, or “catcher 
pouches,” do not last much more than 
a year and a half, while some of the 
cotton bags used for the work will re 

main in service upward of ten years. 

In parts of the west, where the mall 
fee be carried for many miles on 

horseback, special pouches are in use 

| for slinging over the animal's flanks. 
In the far frozen north special bags 
are made for sled transportation, and 
| in the cities a bag in use for pnenu- 
matie tube service is made of a com- 
position called “leatheroid.” The or 
dinary cotton bags are woven #0 
| closely that they are practically wa- 
| terproot, and in the weave there are 
|} thirteen stripes of blue. Each country 
| marks its own mail pouches in some 
individual way, so that if one geta 
lost in a far country its ownership 
can be readily detected. 

Nearly 65,000,000 mail bags are used 
each year by the whole country, and 
as they are being worn out all the 
time the supply has to be kept up. 
There are mail bag hospitals, where 
tens of thousands of them go every 
week. One such mail bag hospital re 
pairs upward of 6,000 a day. These 
crippled bags are in all sorts of dilap- 
dated conditions. A railroad wreck 
may injure several hundreds or thou- 
sands, and these must all go to the 
hospital before entering active life 
again. ‘Christmas is responsible for 
much damage to the mail bags, owing 
to the hard service they get, and im- 
mediately after the midwinter holiday 
season several hundred thousand bags 
go to the hospitals, 5
